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Newspaper Guide 
To Victory Says 
Commerce Chief 

Terming the newspaper, "A 
Gnidepost To Victory," Secretary 
of Commerce Mark S. James 
pointed out today that this year's 
National Newspaper Week (Octo- 
ber 1-8) finds The American 
newspaper one of the most po- 
tent "weapons" this Nation can 
muster against the Axis. 

"Long an establ.shed and flex- 
ible media for information, the 
newspaper now is helping to 
hasten victory through vigorously 
patriotic, free and alert editorial 
and advertising services. It is 
this type of unselfish journalism 
that is informing and enlighten- 
ing our citizens and thus expe- 
diting the various tasks asked of 
the public by various local, state 
and federal agencies — tasks that 
must be done well if the way is to 
be prosecuted successfully. 

"Despite rising costs, the Amer- 
ican newspaper unstintingly has 
given up much of its space and 
talent in bringing vital war in- 
formation to its vast and recep- 
tive audience — an audience which 
in many cases has reached a new 
high. 

"All of us are familiar with 
the informational service which 
the newspaper provides in con- 
nection, with such worthy under- • 
takings as the salvage campaign, 
transportation conservation, bond 
campaign, blood donor service, 
etc. 

"Many f us, however, have not 
had the opportunity to note the 
role the newspaper has played in 
stimulating vital industrial pro- 
duction. In this respect any 
business or industrial leader 
could tell us how ill -equipped he 
would be to plan and produce for 
the war effort if his newspaper 
did not furnish up-to-the-min- 
ute data and trends on Govern- 
ment regulation, availability of 
raw material an labor, transpor- 
tation facilities, tax setup, etc. 
"Our legislators, our group 
leaders and Mr. Average Citizen 
himself, are able to conduct their 
affairs much more intelligently 
becousc they arc able to get all 
the current happenings in an 
easily assimilated and habit- 
forming capsule — the newspaper! 
"like the traveler of yester- 
year who depended on the guide- 
post to take the right fork in the 
road, so in a measure, do the 
American people look toward 
their "family textbook,' the news- 
paper in these eventful days as 
an informational guide — a 
gnidepost that leads to victory." 
In Pennsylvania the entire 
printing industry, including com- 
mercial shops as Aveir as newfe-' 
papers, employs 40,600 persons, 
with an. annual payroll of more 
than $69,692,700. These plants 
have more than $117,562,000 in- 
vested in buildings and equip- 
ment and turn out a product 
valued at more than $181,338,000 
a year. 

First newspaper in Pennsyl- 
vania was the American Weekly 
Mcroury, established in 1719 by 
Andrew Bradford, postmaster of 
Philadelphia. Benjamin Frank- 
lin was the publisher of the 
Pennsylvania Gazette in 1729, 
State's second newspaper, the 
also in Philadelphia. The Pills- 
burgh Gazette was established in 
1786 as the first newspaper in 
western Pennsylvania. 

Today Pennsylvania has 440 
weekly and 145 daily newspa- 
pers. The circulation of Penn- 
sylvania dailies is over 4,700,000 
a day and 2,371,000 on Sunday. 
Pennsylvania tops the Nation 
with 145 dailies; California, with 
two less, is second. Only New 
York exceeds Pennsylvania in 
daily and Sunday circulation.

Agree to Replace 
Plants at Half Cost 

Albrecht, Chairman of 
Committee That 
Drew Up Agreement 

An agreement by nurserymen to 
replace "plants that die at half-cost 
has been drawn up by the Pennsyl- 
vania Nurserymen's Association. 

Conrad Albrecht, Narberth, is 
chairman of the committee that 
prepared the agreement. 

The agreement reads as follows: 

"Provided account is paid in ac- 
cordance with Government credit 
rules, and plants receive reasonable 
care, wq will replace at one-half 
price of plants, plus cost of planting, 
plants planted in the Spring that 
fail to survive the following Sum- 
mer, or if planted in the Fall, fail 
to leaf out the following Spring. 

"Should we not have the same 
plants in stock, we reserve the right 
to give credit or an amount equal 
to one -half the cost of the plants 
lost, in other plants of your selec- 
tion." 

In explaining the agreement Al- 
brecht said: 

"Adoption of this agreement by 
Association members means that 
home owners can now beautify their 
home grounds with less risk than 
was formerly involved, as Associa- 
tion members have now agreed to 
share this risk, and is a concession 
to buyers at a time when few con- 



Urge Observance 
Of 35-Mile Limit 

AAA Says Cooperation 
Will Help Govern- 
ment Replace 1 Tires 

An urgent appeal to all motorists 
urging immediate observance of the 
35-mile maximum speed called for in 
the report of the Baruch Committee 
was issued today by The Automobile 
Club of Philadelphia-AAA. 

"The new government rubber pro- 
gram calls for prompt replenishment 
of tires through providing new tires 
and retreads made from reclaim 
rubber for motorists who need 
them," said Frank E. Ballantyne, 
General Manager of the Club. "The 
Baruch report states definitely, how- 
ever, that this program cannot be 
successful unless mileage controls 
and speed controls are imposed. 
Some time must necessarily elapse 
before such controls can be imposed; 
in the meantime, motorists should 
cooperate by holding speeds to 35 
miles an hour and eliminating all

Dr. Theodore A. Dlstler, president 
of Franklin Marshall College, de- 
scribed Demon ary as an evolution- 
ary process which bPgan 5000 years 
ago, when man first evolved a con- 
science, deriving its outstanding im- 
petus from the prophets, Christ, 
the Christian ideal, with emphasis 
on the individual. 

Our work will begin when we 
win the war— for we will then have 
the responsibility and opportunity 
to refashion the world. 

However, Dr. Distler believss we 



must first smash the Axis Military 
program, and btgin now to plan for 
world order. We must put courage 
and sacrifice into shaping of World 
peace — Call representatives of all 
United Nations together, a sort of 
United Nations' Institute, along the 
lines of the Atlantic Charter, to in- 
clude business men, scientists, prac- 
tical leaders, of >oth free and sub- 
ject nations. 

Intellectual liberation, world heal- 
ing, even if we spend millions to do 
it is the cryinr need and said Dr. 
Distler in closing. 

"If there «s v-ver going to be any 
action, it's got to come from the 
women of the Country." he said. 

Of the three enferences held, the 
one of "War Services" conducted by 
Mrs. J. O. Hop-wood drew the larg- 
est number of women — as only 30 
minutes was allowed for the confer- 
ence period. Mrs. Hopwood spoke 
briefly and distributed leaflets with 
helpful hints tor war service chair- 
men.
